Mr. Ireland was a married 
man of probably 55 years of age, and 
with hi* wife had resided In Brainerd 
since last May, during which time he has 
been employed at the hotel. 
Some time 
last week he had a little trouble with 
the day clerk, and during the squabble 
the day clerk slapped him quite severely, 
and he has not oeen on duty since that 
time, being in his room and in tied con­ 
siderable of the time, although lie was 
not seriourly injured, and on Sunday he 
was at Mrs. Kd. W hite’s. 
Ireland also 
called at Dr. Grove’sofiice and consulted 
him in regard to the matter, claiming to 
have lost all recollection of the trouble 
and what had led to it, and to see if a 
blow on the head would cause such a 
condition. 
On Monday lie was in his 
room all day and most of Tuesday, and 
to parties who saw him at the hetel he 
apppeared all right as far as they could 
sec. 
His wife appeared to be very much 
worried, however, and telegraphed to 
Minneapolis for their family physician. 
Wednesday morning at about 8 o ’clock 
J. H. Clough called at room 18,occupied 
by Mr. and Mrs. Ireland, to see how the 
gentleman was getting along, and found 
him all right to all appearances, and Mr. 
Ireland told him he felt a great deal bet­ 
ter, his head being more clear. 
Several 
other parties 
were at the room and 
to all of them he seemed to be in a very 
cheerlul state of mind. About 10 o ’clock 
Mrs. Ireland came through the hall to 
Mrs. Douglas’ room to see about her 
husband’s 
breakfast 
attired 
in her 
street costume 
preparatory 
to going 
down town. 
A few words passed 
be­ 
tween the two ladies, she probably re­ 
maining in the room 15 minutes, and on 
leaving, Mrs. Ireland went back to her 
room, opened the door and immediately 
screamed out saying that som ething was 
the matter with her husband and came 
running back to Mrs. 
Douglas’ room. 
The gentlemen in the ofiice wete called, 
and when Mr. Douglas entered the room 
he saw Mr. Ireland lying back on the 
bed in his night shirt, his feet resting on 
the floor and his 
hands drawn up. 
Thinking he wa3 in a fit he ran to him 
and took hold of his hand w hich he says 
was cold: at this he saw the revolver and 
the blackened spot on his night shirt, 
and upon opening it found that he was 
shot through the heart and dead. 
The 
gentlemen in the rooms adjoining aud 
the servants in the hall heard no sound 
from the shot. 


The coroner’s jury impaneled to view 
the remains and return a yerdict as to 
how, when and where the deceased came 
to his death, heard the testimony of Mrs. 
Ireland 
and other parties Wednesday 
afternoon. 
The testimony of Mrs. Ire 
land, in substance, was as follows: 


Mr. Ireland and myself occupied room 
18 and he has been here since last May. 
I did not come until later on. 
He has 
not been real well, and yesterday could 
not put on his clothes. 
Mr. 
Clough 
came to our room about eight o clock 
and inquired how Mr. Ireland was and 
talked with him. 
My husband told me 
he did not want any breakfast. 
About 
10 o ’clock I went to Mrs. Douglas’ room 
and stayed a few minutes, and then went 
back and opened the door and was going 
to tell Mr. Ireland about his breakfast 
when I saw him lying in the position 
that He was m when Mr. Douglas saw 
(hi m. 
Mr. Ireland was awnKe and lying 
on the front side of the bed when I left 
him. 
1 did not hear any sound when I 
was in Mrs. Douglas’ rcom. 
He was in 
his usual state of health when 1 left him, 
as far as I could see. 
I did not sec or 
smell and sinoke when I went into the 
room. 
Some years ago I knew of his 
mind being affected. That is all I know-. 


The testimony of the other witnesses 
corroborated Mrs. Ireland’* version of the 
affair. 
A paper was 
found 
under a 
handkerchief box in the room in Mr. 
Ireland’s hand writing, which read as 
follows: 
“ Oh, my head, my head, how it does 
pain me. 
I shall go crazy. 
W ill no one 
come? 
Where is my wife? 
There was nothing to indicate when 
this was written, and it might hayc been 
there some days, as his 
wife went to 
Minneapolis the latter part of the week, 
and did not return until Sunday. 
On 
Thuxsday morning the brain of the de­ 
ceased was examined by Drs. Groves, 
Courtney and Woodard, and it was found 
that there 
was brain 
trouble of long 
standing, and showed signs of chronic 
rather than acute trouble. Dr. Groves and 
Courtney testified that in the exam ina­ 
tion, nothing of a recent occurrence was 
discovered, and that under the circum­ 
stances they would not consider the man 
responsible for Ins actions. 
It was also learned that some time ago 
m Minneapolis tlie deceased took a quan­ 
tity of aconite, and that he was found 
in a barn in an unconscious condition, 
and the cause was ascribed to trouble 
with his wife. 


The jury after considering the testi­ 
mony and viewing the remains rendered 
the following

The »aid C. H. Ireland came to bis 
death from a gun shot wound inflicted 
by his own hand on the 16th day of 
March, 1887, cause insanity.

disappeared from the earth.

unlikely that even scientific men are 
fond of a good dinner now and then, 
and the idea of feeding on electr.e cur­ 
rents seems to have been more than 
they could endure, for Dr. Siemens was

DR. S I E M E N S ’ T H E O R Y . 


Th© D a y M a y C o m e W h e n E le c t r ic it y 
NV1I1 S u p p ly M a n k i n d W it h 
F u e l a n d F o o d . 
Dr. W erner Siemens, one of the most 
distinguished men of science now liv­ 
ing, stirred up, a few years a"o, a 
rather lively controversy in the scien­ 
tific world by a suggestion that it might 
be possible, after the world’s supply of 
coal and wood had been exhausted, to 
warm the chilled bodies of the unfortu­ 
nate 
men of that period by means of 
some application of electricity as yet 
undiscovered, with which he coupled, 
also, the idea that it was at least con­ 
ceivable that similar m eans m ight be 
employed for nourishing the human 
race after all vestiges of plant life had 
disappeared from the earth. 
It is not 
unlikely that even scientific men are 
fond of a good dinner now and then, 
and the idea of feeding on electnc cur­ 
rents seem s to have been more than 
they could endure, for Dr. Siem ens was 
attacked with considerable warmth as a 
visionary, who amused 
himself with 
idle fancies instead of scientific reason­ 
ing. 
A few months ago, however, the 
venerabl philosopher took occasion to 
explain his theory, which, curious as t 
s, as he says, 
anything but the idle 
fancy which it was accused of being. 
“Science believes,” said Dr. Siem ens, 
in the interesting address which w.* find 
quoted in the Schweizerixche Bnuzei- 
tung, 
“that all substances Jiave, con­ 
nected with them, a certain port on of 
energy, which, like the elem ents with 
which it is associated, is indestructible; 
modifying often its form and relation­ 
ships, but alwuy- traceable and con­ 
stant throughout its changes. 
When a 
substance comb nes chem ically with an­ 
other, it often happens that the com ­ 
pound substance formed by the com ­ 
bination, by som e quality of its consti­ 
tution which we knew nothing of, asso­ 
ciates itself with a smaller relative pro­ 
port on of energy than that proper to 
the substances of which it is composed, 
and in the act of combination this sur-

death. 
The old woman cried piteous­ 
ly for raercv, but the heartless daugh­ 
ter held her down till she was burned 
to a crisp. 
And then, to crown murder 
with blasphem y, she placed a lighted 
candle before the statue of the Virgin, 
as an act of thanksgiving, for the suc­ 
cessful issue 
of the murder 
of her 
mother. 
The inhabitants of the town, 
Kamortin, in 
which the crime took 
place were thrown into a state of un­ 
mistakable ex<* tement.

Time Table for Boiling. 


Potatoes, half an hour, unless small, 
when rather less. 
Peas and asparagus, twenty to-twen- 
tv-five m inutes. 
Cabbage and calli flower, twenty-five 
minutes to half an hour. 
String beans if slit or sliced slantwise 
and thin, twenty-five minutes; if only 
snapped across, forty minutes. 
Green corn twenty to 
twenty-five 
minutes. 
Lima beans, if verv young, half 
c 
hour; old, fortv to forty-five minutes. 
Carrots and turnips, 
forty-five min­ 
ute* when young, one hour in winter. 
Beets, one hour in summer; one hour 
and a half, or ever two hours, if large, 
in winter. 
Onions medium size one hour. 
Rule—All vegetables to go into fast 
boiling water, to be quickly brought to 
the boiling point again, not left to steep 
in the hot water before boiling, which 
toughens them and destroys color and 
flavor. 
This time table must always be regu­ 
lated by the hour at which the meat wdl 
be done. 
If the meat should have to 
wait five minutes for the vegetables 
there will be a loss of punctuality, bnt 
the dinner will not be damaged, 
but 
if the vegetables are done and wait for 
meat your dinner will certainly be 
much the worse; yet so general is the 
custom of over-boiling vegetables or 
putting them to cook in a haphazard 
way, somewhere about the time, that 
very many do not recognize the dam­ 
age. 
They would very quickly see the 
superiority of vegetables just the right 
time, but would atribute it to some su- 
perioritv ot the article its*df. that they 
are fresher and finer, not knowing that 
the finest and freshest improperly cook­ 
ed, are l.ttle better than tiio poor ones.

DOUBLE M A MMOTH 
C. II. Ireland, Night Clerk at the Commer- 


eial Hous*, Shoots Himself. 


Wednesday morning the guests at the 
Commercial hotel were surprised and 
shocked to learn that C. II. Ireland, the 
night clerk, had been found in his bed 
with a bullet through his heart, the re­ 
volver with which he ended his life lying 
on a pillow to his right. 
No one heard 
a sound or entertained the remotest idea 
that he had any intention of taking his 
own life. 
Mr. Ireland was a married 
man of probably 55 years of age, and 
with his wife had resided In Brainerd 
since last May, during which time he has 
been employed at the hotel. 
Some time 
last week he had a little trouble with 
the day clerk, and during the squabble 
the day clerk slapped hun quite severely, 
and he has not oeen on duty since that 
time, being in his room and in tied con­ 
siderable of the time, although he was 
not seriourly injured, and on Sunday he 
was at Mrs. Kd. W hite’s. 
Ireland also 
called at Dr. Grove’s office and consulted 
him in regard to the matter, claiming to 
have lost all recollection of the trouble 
and what had led to it, and to see if a 
blow on the head would cause such a 
condition. 
On Monday he was in his 
room all day and most of Tuesday, and 
to parties who saw him at the betel he 
apppeared all right as far as the}’ could 
sec. 
His wife appeared to be very much 
worried, however, and telegraphed to 
Minneapolis for their family physician, 
Wednesday morning at about 8 o’clock 
J. II. Clough called at room 18,occupied 
by Mr. and Mrs. Ireland, to see how the 
gentleman was getting along, and found 
him all right to all appearances, and Mr. 
Ireland told him he felt a great deal bet­ 
ter, his head being more clear. 
Several 
other parties 
were at the room and 
to all of them he seemed to be in a very 
cheertul state of mind. About IO o’clock 
Mrs. Ireland came through the hall to 
Mrs. Douglas’ room to see about her 
husband’s 
breakfast 
attired 
in her 
street costume 
preparatory 
to going 
down town. 
A few words passed be­ 
tween the two ladies, she probably re­ 
maining in the room 15 minutes, and on 
leaving, Mrs. Ireland went back to her 
room, opened the door and immediately 
screamed out saying that something was 
the matter with her husband and came 
running back to Mrs. Douglas’ room. 
The gentlemen in the office wcie called, 
and when Mr. Douglas entered the room 
he saw Mr. Ireland lying back on the 
bed in his night shirt, his feet rssting on 
the floor and his 
hands drawn up. 
Thinking he was in a fit he ran to him 
and took hold of Im hand which he says 
was cold: at this he saw the revolver and 
the blackened spot on his night shirt, 
and upon opening it found that he was 
shot through the heart and dead. 
The 
gentlemen in the rooms adjoining aud 
the servants in the hall heard no sound 
from the shot. 


The coroner's jury impaneled to view 
the remains and return a verdict as to 
how, when and where the deceased came 
to his death, heard the testimony of Mrs. 
Ireland and other parties Wednesday 
afternoon. 
The testimony of Mrs. Ire­ 
land, in substance, was as follows: 


Mr. Ireland and myself occupied room 
18 and he has been bere since last May. 
I did not come until later on. 
lie has 
not been real well, and yesterday could 
not put on his clothes. 
Mr. 
Clough 
came to our room about eight o clock 
and inquired how Mr. Ireland was and 
talked with him. 
My husband told me 
he did not want any breakfast. 
About 
IO o’clock I went to Mrs. Douglas- room 
and stayed a few minutes, and then went 
back and opened the door and was going 
to tell Mr. Ireland about bis breakfast 
when I saw him lying in the position 
that be was in when Mr. Douglas saw 
him. 
Mr. Ireland was awane and lying 
on the front side of the lied when I left 
him. 
I did not hear any sound when I 
was in Mrs. Douglas' rcom. 
Ile was in 
his usual state of health when I left him, 
as far as I could see. 
I did not see or 
smell and smoke when I went into the 
room, 
borne years ago I knew' of his 
mind being affected. That is all I know. 


The testimony of the other witnesses 
corroborated Mrs. Ireland'4 version of the 
affair. 
A paper was found under a 
handkerchief box in the room in Mr. 
Ireland’s hand writing, which read as 
follows: 
"Oh, my head, my head, how it does 
pain mc. 
I shall go crazy. 
Will no one 
come? 
Where is my wife? 
There was nothing to indicate when 
this was written, and it might have beeu 
there some days, as his wife went to 
Minneapolis the latter part of the week, 
and did not return until Sunday. 
On 
Thursday morning the brain of the de­ 
ceased was examined by Drs. Groves, 
Courtney and Woodard, and it was found 
that there 
was brain trouble of long 
standing, and showed signs of chronic 
rather than acute trouble. Dr. Groves and 
Courtney testified that in the examina­ 
tion, nothing of a recent occurrence was 
discovered, and that under the circum­ 
stances they would not consider the man 
responsible for his actions. 
It was also learned that some time ago 
in Minneapolis tile deceased took a quan­ 
tity of aconite, and that he was found 
in a barn in an unconscious condition, 
and the cause was ascribed to trouble 
with hi3 wife. 


The jury after considering the testi­ 
mony and viewing the remains rendered 
the following 
VERDICT. 


The «aid C. H. Ireland came to his 
death from a gun shot wound inflicted 
by his own hand on the 16th day of 
March, 1887, cause insanity. 
G e o . N . O a t , 
E. M. WESTFALL, 
P. M. LAGERQUIST, 
W M . GUSTAFSON, 
C .

M. HAGBERG. 
The remains were taken to Minneap­ 
olis yesterday noon for burial. 
It is un­ 
derstood that Mr. Ireland had a policy 
of $3,000 life insurance. 
He was a Ma­ 
son and a member of the G. A. R.

Dr. W erner Siemens, one of the most 
distinguished mon of science now liv­ 
ing, stirred up, a few years ago, a 
rather lively controversy in the scien­ 
tific world by a suggestion that it might 
bo possible, after the world’s supply of 
coal and wood had been exhausted* to 
warm the chilled bollies of the unfortu­ 
nate men of that period by means of 
some application of electricity as yet 
undiscovered, with which he coupled, 
also, the idea that it was at least con­ 
ceivable that similar means m ight be 
employed for nourishing the human 
race after all vestiges of plant life had 
disappeared from tho earth. 
It is not 
unlikely that even scientific men are 
fond of a good dinner now ami then, 
and the idea of feeding on electr o cur­ 
rents seems to ii ave been more than 
they could endure, for Dr. Siemens was 
attacked with considerable warmth as a 
visionary, who amused himself with 
idle fancies instead of scientific reason­ 
ing. 
A few months ago, however, Hie 
venerate philosopher took occasion to 
explain his theory, which, Curious as it 
s, as he says, 
anything hut the idle 
fancy which it was accused of being. 
"Science believes,” said Dr. Siemens,

death. 
The old woman cried piteous­ 
ly for inerev, but the heartless daugh­ 
ter beld her down till she was burned 
to a crisp. 
And then, to crown murder 
with blasphemy, she placed a lighted 
candle before the statue of fie Virgin, 
as an act of thanksgiving, for the suc­ 
cessful issue 
of the m urder of her 
mother. 
The inhabitant- of the town,

mistakable exe tem ent 
The authori­ 
ties hod much difficulty to prevent the 
people from mobbing the pr son and 
lynching the prisoner.
